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PREFACE, 


The  object  of  this  collection  is  to  help  the  official  translators 
to  a  speedy  attainment  of  the  English  language,  as  far  as  transla¬ 
tion  from  Japanese  into  English  is  concerned. 

It  is  a  collection  of  the  official  correspondence  of,  and  the  docu¬ 
ments  sent  by,  this  Government  office  to  the  Foreign  Consuls  at 
this  port  and  the  Japanese  representatives  abroad,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  such  documents,  the  importance  of  which  precludes 
their  being  made  public. 

Although  the  number  of  the  Treaty  Powers  is  fourteen,  yet 
the  despatches  are  mostly  written  in  English,  and  consequently 
the  work  will  be  confined  to  this  language. 

Of  such  dispatches  as  have  been  addressed  to  different  Con¬ 
suls,  of  the  same  purport  and  bearing  the  same  date,  one  form 
only  has  been  selected  as  an  example. 

The  correspondence  heroin  contained  has  been  translated  by 
several  interpreters  of  this  Government  office.  For  the  com¬ 
pilation  and  correction  of  this  work  Mr.  Gaa  Cogoro  has  been 
appointed  and  whatever  merit  it  may  possess  is  due  chiefly  to 
his  efforts.

Sirs:  I,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  and  sincerely  state,  that 
I  atn  an  intimate  friend  of  Omodakaya  Mankiehi,  living  at  the 
1st  ward  of  Motomochi,  Yokohama,  and  that  we  always  were  as¬ 
sisting  each  other.  In  the  course  of  the  1st  month,  one  Tobei,  a 
servant  of  Mr.  R.  a  German  merchant,  sent  to  Maukichhs  and 
ordered  some  rags.  There  was  at  the  same  time  present.  Mohei, 
living  at  Teppocho,  Tokei,  who,  upon  hearing  about  the  order, 
promised  to  gather  the  rags.  'He  and  one  Jukichi,  a  servant  of 
said  Mankiehi,  were  immediately  sent  to  Mr.  R.  and  they  con¬ 
tracted  for  2,000  piculs  at  80  cents  per. picul,  delivery  to  bo  ef¬ 
fected  within  120  days  from  the  1st  day  of  2nd  month.  When 
they  came  home,  they  found  that  Mankiehi  had  gone  to  Kana¬ 
gawa  on  business,  but  knowing  that  no  time  could  be  lost  after 
the  contract  was  entered  into,  they  wrote  the  document  in  the 
name  of  Mankiehi,  beneath  which  my  stamp  was  wrongfully  put, 
Mankiehf’s  not  being  there;  and  they  gave  the  same  to  Tobei,  Sinco 
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.then  Mohei  started  for  Tokei  to  gather  the  rags  and  especially 
when  the  term  of  the  contract  drew  near  its  expiration,  I  pressed 
very  often  that  the  gathering  of  the  rags  be  made,  but  in  vain. 
Now,  that  Mr.  R.  has  brought  in  a  claim  for  nonfulfilment  of  the 
contract,  I  have  nothing  to  say  but  to  confess  that  I  am  guilty  of 
the  hasty  contract  and  improper  stamp.

Gentlemen:  Having  been  summond  to  give  my  evidence  with 
regard  to  the  damages  done  on  the  6th  inst.  to  the  cargoboat,  I, 
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the  undersigned,  respectfully  state  that  on  the  5tli  instant,  it  was 
very  windy,  so  that  I  could  not  discharge  the  sugar  etc.  from  the 
steamer  “Duna”  and  was  obliged  to  moor  my  boat  alongside  the 
steamer  from  5  o’clock  P.  M.  and  to  sleep  with  one  Yosohichi  in 
the  boat. 

The  next  morning,  at  about  6  o?clock,  three  foreigners  disch¬ 
arged  some  Iron  on  the  cover  of  the  boat,  thereby  causing  damages 
to  the  Iron  side,  one  beam,  two  Keyaki  posts,  two  cross-bars  of 
cedar-like  wood  etc. 

This  I  as  well  as  Yosohichi  personally  and  certainly  "witnessed. 
The  Iron  was  as  heavy  as  a  four  men’s  load  ;  w7e  could  not  handle 
he  same,  and  no  coolie  from  Kanhich  was  there  at  the  time.

P.  &  Co.  an  English  Firm,  domiciliated  at 
Yokohama,  which  complaint  we  are  in  receipt  of  together  with 
the  enclosure  and  particulars.  They  inform  us  that  Emamura  Ya- 
goro  has  been  arrested  at  your  port,  for  another  matter,  further 
that  the  above  case  will  be  investigated  at  the  same  time,  and 
that  you  require  the  presence  of  another  person  who  is  connected 
with  this  affair,  and  that  you  wish  him  to  be  sent  early  in  order  to 
complete  the  investigation  without  delay. 

In  reply  we  have  to  inform  you  that  one  Emamura  Yakitchiro 
who  has  been  connected  with  said  transactions  has  escaped  since 
last  summer  but  we  are  now  endeavouring  to  discover  his  where¬ 
abouts.  The  above  mentioned  Matsui  Hayata,  has  been  summoned 
by  us  from  Hakodate  to  this  Ken,  and  left  during  last  winter  ac¬ 
companied  by  some  officers  of  this  Ken  appointed  in  this  matter. 
We  have  heard  that  steps  in  this  case  have  already  been  taken  at 
Hakodate,  and  we  have  forwarded  several  communications  con¬ 
cerning  it  to  that  place.  Therefore  we  should  think  that  if  me¬ 
asures  were  to  be  taken  it  would  be  much  more  convenient  that 
it  should  be  done  there  and  would  be  sooner  settled.  At  all  events 
we  shall  communicate  the  same  to  our  Ken,  in  order  that  further 
measures  may  be  taken,  we  therefore  request  you  to  act  in  this 
matter  as  proposed  above.

P.  K.  C.  asked  me  to  let  drop  that  balance  and  that  then  he 
would  recommend  me  for  contracting  to  work  at  R’s  house  of 
which  he  produced  a  specification.  I  estimated  it  at  four  hundred 
dollars,  hut  this  was  not  agreed  to,  it  being  too  much. 

P.  K.  C.  after  some  time  had  passed  away  left  said  house  k 
went  to  live  at  some  other  place.  About  one  month  after  that, 
R.  sent  for  me  ;  I  went  immediately  when  he  gave  me  the  same 
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specification  asking  me  to  make  some  alterations  and  give  my 
evaluations,  I  then  made  my  estimate  two  hundred  and  filly  dol¬ 
lars,  and  sent  it  in  writing  to  R.  who  agreed  and  asked  me  to 
come  to  the  English  Consulate,  and  make  the  contract  there.  I 
went  there  with  him,  Tamura  a  Japanese  interpreter,  translated 
the  English  contract  for  us,  and  I  commenced  the  work.  It  will 
easily  he  seen  that  P.  K.  C.  has  nothing  to  do  whatever,  with 
this  business. 

I  saw  the  witness,  brought  to-day  by  P.  K.  C.  once  or  twice, 
be  used  to  live  at  a  time  in  IPs  house. 

I  made  neither  an  agreement  nor  a  bargain  to  the  effect  of 
giving  twenty  dollars  to  P.  K.  C,  at  all,  not  even  at  the  time, 
the  estimate  of  four  hundred  Pollers  had  been  maed  by  me.

Sirs  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that  the  butcheries 
at  Homoku  were  established  there  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  Consular  board  in  the  year  Kei-ow  Wushu  Afterwards 
when  foreigners  began  to  build  houses  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  place,  you  had  an  interview  with  the  late  Governor 
Iseki  Moritome  with  regard  to  a  removal,  on  account  of  the 
stench  being  injurious  to  health.  I  intend  to  do  so  and  for 
that  purpose  select  a  piece  of  ground,  the  buildings  however 
shall  not  hereafter  be  erected  and  let  by  my  Government, 
but  shall  be  done  by  the  ground  renter  at  his  own  expense. 
The  removal  being  thus  effected,  the  former  houses  shall  be 
.taken  back ;  the  expenses  of  building,  the  stone  walls  and 
drains  that  may  be  needed  according  to  the  situation  of  the 
new  ground,  shall  be  paid  by  the  renter  at  the  time  it  will 
be  delivered  to  him.  The  ground  rent  shall  be  the  same  as 
hitherto  but  the  house  rent  shall  cease ;  all  the  expenses  of 
removing  to  the  new  spot,  the  butchers  shall  defray  them 
themselves. 

I  also  beg  to  inform  you  that  it  is  my  wish  to  alter  some¬ 
what  the  present  Butchery  Regulations  as  per  enclosed 
memo.

Proposed  form  of  Regulations  for  the  new  butcheries . 

The  public  butcheries  for  all  nationalities  in  Yokohama,  be¬ 
ing  removed,  the  following*  articles,  agreed  upon  between  the 
Kanagawa  Ken  no  Kami  and  the  Consuls  of  the  Treaty  powers, 
shall  be  observed. 

1st,  Every  one  who  wishes  to  occupy  the  butcheries,  shall  be 
granted  with  a  title  deed,  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  Kanaga¬ 
wa  Ken  no  Kami  and  the  Consuls  of  the  Treaty  powers.
